Guenette said. They will also try to get pledges to refrain 
from cating micat, poultry and fish for the Meatout. 

Festivitics for Saturday include an all-you-can-cat pasta 
and garlic bread feed at6 p.m. at the First Unitarian Church, 
3114 Harney St. The price is $6 or $5 with a canned food 
donation to the Siena House Women's Shelter, 

Most Nebraskans have what Guenette classified as a 
“midwest attitude,” which she defines as a belief that meat 
is the only souree of protein. 

“Theaverage American gets toomuch protein,” Guenette 


People kick the meat habit for various reasons, Animal 
rights, health seasons and environmental factors are the 
main reasons, according to'Guenette,- 


Vegetarians run lower risk of strokes, heart failure, 


cancer and have lower blood pressure, Guenctte sald. This 
is linked to a diet high in fiber and low in fat. Vegetarian 
dicts getprotcin from vegetables, grains and beans, Guenetic 
said. 

Another reason people turn to vegetarianism is to stop 
animal suffering, Guenette sald. Many animats are raised 
on “factory farms,” where they are kept in confined areas 
without exercise and basic needs. They may be badly 
treated, dehorned, debeaked or mutilated. 

Besides the health and humanitarian reasons, others 
may chose a vegetarian diet because of environmental 
reasons. Fast food chains import beef from countries that 
cut down rain forests to graze cattle. High-tech farming 
methods fead ¢o soil erosion, water pollution, encrgy waste 
and ground water depiction. 

“The United Kingdom won't accept 90 percent of U.S. 
beef because of the antibodies and steroids it contains,” 
Gucnette said,

‘Tho National Campaign for Military Service stopped by 
Omaha’s Memorial Park Wednesday as part of a “Tour of 
Duty.” 

The “Tour of Duty” will visit 32 cities in 24 states over a 
six-week period. The tour will arrive in Washington, D.C. on 
April 23, two days before the National Gay, Lesbian and 
Bisexual Rights March on Washington. 

Tanya Domi, spokesperson for the campaign, said the 
group met with staff members from the offices of Sen. Jim 
Exon, Sen. Bob Kerrey and Congressman Peter Ft Toagland 
while in Omaha, 

Domi said the tour’s purpose is to “take gay and Iesbian 
veterans’ stories tothe American people and puta face to this 
issue.” 

Domi spent 15 ycars in the U.S, Army and rose in rank 
from private to captain before she reccived an honorable 
dischargein 1990, Domisaidshewasinterrogated three times 


during her siones a her sexual orientation. Shealso said | 
she is sure her mail had been opened. i 

“That is the reality of tie policy,” Domi said. “People are 
investigated and persecution is used against them.” 

She said many homosexuals have given time to the 
military, and they are now asking for the support of the 
American people. 

“Weare now going to the American people, to the peopic 
of Omaha and asking them to do their duty and support the 
presidentofthe United Statesin hiscommitmenttorepeal this 
policy, which is truly discriminatory,” Domi said. 

Lt. Col. Dave England, a retired Air Force officer, said 
homosexuality was not an issue when he served in the 
military.

Ashford said that if UNO doesn’t start to 
receive the funding it requires, “things will 
happen that nobedy wants.”

Chancellor Del Weber said he has spoken 
with Ashfordabouthow additional budgetcuts 
might affect UNO athletics.

SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (CPS) — It wasn’t Orson Welles’ 
“War of the Worlds” that got some radio listeners concerned 
this time, but a fictional broadcast of a major earthquake in 
southem California, 

Roger Takacs, aseniorat the University of Califomia-Santa 
Cruz, created a make-believe broadcast in late February from 
the school radio station KZSC-FM, The broadcast started with 
@ bulletin that Les Angeles had been hit with a major earth. 
quake, 

Despite a disclaimer at the beginning of the program and 
planned disclaimers that were toairevery 15 minutes, numerous 
listeners believed there was amassive emergency and called the 
station wanting more information about the “earthquake.” The 
show was halicd about 20 minutes into the broadcast. 

“The management of the station would like to apologize for 
any undue stress this program may have caused the community,” 
said Maggie O'Grady, station manager for KZSC. “We are re- 
examining ourintemal policies to ensure that this willnet occur in 
tie future.” 

University spokesman Jim Burns said the radio station 
seceived about 24 calls, almost evenly divided. 

’ “Initially most of the calls were from listeners who were 
upset that the station could produce such a program,” Burns 
said, “The other half was upset about the plug being pulled.” 

The broadcasttook place duringascheduled Thursday night 
show titled “Talk About Where We Are Going.” Takaes told 
campus officials he wanted to focus on carthquake prepared- 
ness, But like some Orson Welles’ bogus broadcast of an 
invasion by Martians in 1938, several listeners believed the 
information about the “disaster” in Los Angeles. 

The station’s board has not decided whether any action will 


be taken against Takaes,

FENS makes his way westward to Sante Monica to 


visit his wife and daughter on the occasion of bis © 


daughter’s birthday. We learn his wife Beth (Barbara 
Hershey) lives in fear of D-FENS, having recognized a 
violent tendency in their marriage. In fact, she tells the 
police officers, whom she calls for help, she bas ob- 
tained a restraining order against him. 

Also on the freeway that morning is Martin 
Prendergast (Robert Duvall), a tenacious, principled 
Los Angeles Police Department detective on his last 
day before retirement, He becomes involved in the 


case later in the day, and is alone among the police . 


department officials in recognizing D-FENS' patterns 
and the danger he represents. 

Two men, on a significant day in both of their lives, 
are destined to meet by the film's end. 

“Falling Down” offees little relicf in its unrelent- 
ingly dismal vision of both Los Angeles and the life of 
this one man. The wide-angle images of this feverish 
urban sprawl give a strong impression of misery and 
blistering beat. Director of photography Andrzej 
Bartkowiak has drained this city of color, which he 
seems to have deliberately overexposed on occasion as 
a highly effective means of communicating the (ironi-

cally) dark feeling of this film. 

We are not intended to empathize with D-FENS — 
the film makes that clear by painting him as someone 
who torments and terrifies his ex-wife and young child. 

When the gun he has stolen from gang members 
discharges in a fast-food restausant where he attempts 


_ to cat a meal, the moment is cleasly depicted as acci- 


dental — the firing catches D-FENS as much off-guard 


‘as it does the restaurant's patrons. But somehow, not- 


ing the power of the moment, it gives D-FENS a sense 
of control that influences his behavior for the remain- 
der of the film. It’s one of the movic’s many fine 
moments, in Jarge part due to the excellent perfor- 
mance of Michael Douglas. 

Another of the film’s many chilling moments hap- 


pens when Detective Prendergast and his partner Sandra 
(Rachel Ticotin) find the home of D-FENS’ mother 
(Lois Smith). The small, dark home, with a warning to 
beware of the dog who is no longer there, exudes an 
aura of sadness. His colorless mother morosely shows 
the police officers around the house unaware of the 
havoc her son is in the midst of. 

And when we see D-FENS’ room, barren, patho- 
logically uncluttered, we realize that something has 
definitely not been right in this home for some time. 

And of course, Robert Duvall again shines in his 


‘role as the determined detective, wise to D-FENS' 


illness, who comes to realize that he and Sandra alone 
are the members of the police force capable of dealing 
with this unhinged man, 

In another of the film’s many superb scenes, 
Prendergast’s fellow officers throw a party for his last 
day, but in the course of it, make more than a few 
insulting remarks, allowing Prendergast to express a 


| bit of rage that he has clearly bottled up for many 
_ years. He even has a chance to tell off his obnoxious 


boss, who has also castigated him on totally unjusti- 
ficd grounds. Indecd, in Robert Duvall’s incredibly 
skillful bands, the sole of Prendergast becomes a major 
facet of this fascinating film. 

An unsettling view of one man and one city, “Fall- 
ing Down” is nothing short of an artistic trlumpb.
